The thirtenth fatal case of lockiaw. re- 
sulting from the injection of city antitoxin, 
was reported to Coroner Funkhouser 
Wednesday morning. 

Charlies Cytron, 11 years old, of 1107 Mor- 
Zan street was the victim. His death oc- 
curred two weeks ago, but was not reported 
at the time to the coroner by Dr. M. I. de 
Vorkin, who had charge of the case. He 
Said the boy was suffering from diphtheria, 
when he administered the antitoxin, which 
he procured from the St. Louis Board of 
Health. 


Margaret and Mabel Hayden, 9 and lZ 
years old, are seriously ill at theif home, 
27438 Oregon avenue, with tetanus result- 
ing from an injection of city antitoxin ad- 
ministered two weeks ago by Dr. George 
H. Keehn of 2702 Grand avente. 

William Hayden, the father of the strick- 
en children, who is employed at the South- 
ern Hotel, declares that the Board of 
Health has concealed the cases from the 
public and tRat he wishes it known his 
children are afflicted. 

More than two weeks ago, he says, the 
little ones were taken ill with what he 
thought was diphtheria. He called in Dr. 
Keehn, who diagnosed their cases as diph- 
theria and on his second visit . brought 
with him some of the antitoxin, which he 
injected into the arms of the children. 

From that day, a week ago last Sunday, 
they grew worse and are now lying ia 
bed, distorted and suffering, while the 
anxious mother attends them.? 

Mr. Hayden says he went to the Board 
of Health office to learn if the matter had

HARRY LOUGBAUGH, THE 
LAST 


Harry Lougbaugh, alias “Kid” Loug- 
baugh, alias Harry Alonzo, was arrested 
at 2005 Chestnut street at 11:50 o'clock 
Tuesday night, charged with complicity 
in the Great Northern express robbery 
at Wagner, Mont., on July 8 last. 

In this robbery three robbers stopped 
the train and at the point of revolvers 
held the train crew and passengers at 
bay while the safe in the express car 
was blown with dynamite and $85,000 in 
national bank notes was taken. These 
notes were unsigned by the bank offi- 
cials, 

A reward of $6500 has been offered-for 
the apprehension and conviction of any 
one of the robbers. 

Lillie Rose was arrested in the wait- 
ing room at the Laclede Hotel at 9:30 
o’clock Wednesday morning. In her pos- 
session was found $8500 known to be a 
part of the proceeds of the robbery. 

The couple had been at the Laclede 
for a week, registered as Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Rose. 

FOUR NOTES CAUSED ARREST. 

The arrests were due to the passing of 
four of the $20 bills Tuesday by Loug- 
baugh. He bought a watch valued at 
$85 from Max Barnett of the Globe Loan 


| Agency, tendering the four bills in pay- 


ment. 

When Barnett deposited the money in 
the Mechanics’ Bank the teller detected 
the stolen money and refused to accept 
it. He telephoned at once to John E. 
Murphy, the United States secret service 
agent, who notified Chief of Detectives 
Desmond, and half a dozen detectives 
were immediately detailed on the case. 

Before midnight the man was arrested 
and at 9:30 the woman was taken into 
custody and a large quantity of the stolen 
money was recovered. 

Lougbaugh was in Chief Desmond's 
office for several hours Wednesday 
morning and was photographed. 

He woul@ make no statement aside 
from saying that he got the money gam- 
bling in Memphis. 

Lillie Rose was equally noncommittal. 
She told Chief Desmond the money re- 
covered had been left with her in a town 
in eastern Kentucky by a man whom she 
knew under the name of Williams. 

SUSPECT IS SILENT. 

When Lougbaugh was arrested Tuesday 
night he was taken before Acting Night 
Chief Boyd at the Four Courts. Here he 
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IN ROBBER SUSPECT ARRESTED 
GHT. 
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The only statement he would make was 
that he had obtained the money’ recovered 
in a gambling game in Memphis. 

Never was a prisoner more carefully 
guarded et the Four Courts than was Loug- 
baugh. When he was walked from one room 
to another he was in the custody of never 
less than six officers. One would hold each 
coat sleeve and another the tail of his 
coat. Two would walk behind and another 
in front. 

After two hours of almost fruitless ques- 
tioning, Chief Desmond ordered that he be 
taken tc the Bertillon room for photograph- 
ing and measurement. 

In the walk to the new photograph gal- 
lery, which is detached from the main 
building, the robber suspect walked with 
slow and cautious tread. He held his shoul- 
ders erect, and he towered above the de- 
tectives who held him into custody. 

HE WOULD ESCAPE. 

His keen gray eyes took~in every detail. 
In the walk across he cast his eyes quickly 
over the high stockade that surrounds the 
Four Courts premises and appeared to hold 
himself in readiness to spring if an oppor- 
tunity presented. 

But none offered. 
commanded to wash his hands and face and 
to arrange his toilet. With the greatest of 
deliberation, and without uttering one word 
he complied. 

The washstand is in frunt of a window. 
The cold gtay eyes took this in in a flash. 
So did the keen eyes of Chief of Police Kie- 
ly, who was an interested spectator. The 
chief suspected that the desperate man 
might make a break, and he stationed an- 
other detective against the window. 

Lougbaugh was the coolest man in the 
room. He combed his hair as carefully and 
as coolly as though he were dressing for a 
social function. He took his place in the 
chair before the camera and sat still as a 
statue. 

When the photographing was finished he 
was conveyed across to the detectives’ room 
and was in the midst of a dozen detectives 
and wither interested spectators. He main- 
tained bis composure and never uttered one 
word nor did he appear to hear the remarks 
of officers and others. 

If he were asked a question he would 
not deign to answer ard after a few ef- 
forts he was allowed to sit in. quiet. 

Lougbaugh's appearance is striking. Ue 
is six feet tail and weighs about 200 pounds. 

It would be difficult to tell what the color 
of his hair and mustache really is. The 
hair has been dyed until it is now a jet 
black. The curling mustache, too, had 
been dyed, but near the skin its original 
color was sandy.

‘He is the worst boy I ever heard of in 
spite of his youth. I don’t know what to 
do with him.’

His utter lack of fear surprises the po- 
licemen who are called upon so frequently 
to arrest him. Threats of dark cells and 
whippings avail nothing. The little coloréd 
boy only smiles and says: 

“I don’t care. You can't scare me. I 
won't be good, ‘cause I don’t have to.”’ 

He has a decided aversion to water, and 
always fights the police matrons when 
they try to wash him. He lives in barns 
and alleys and never stays at home more 
than a day at a time. Sleeping in stalls 
or boxes and eating what he can beg or 
steal, the lad is a confirmed tramp, al- 
though but 7 years old. The law has not 
provided a place for one so young, so the 
chief and Secretary Whitehead will try to 
find one for him.

THEY WERE GUARDING HOUSE 


Citizens Responded to the Summons 
and Chased the Men Out 
of Westfield.

WESTFIELD, Ill., Nov. 6.—Mrs. William 
Tobey, wife of Dr. Tobey, a prominent citi- 
zen of Westfield, is the heroine of the 
town.

One was.on watch in front of the 
store, the other at the intersection of two 
streets, where he commanded a good view 
of the town in all directions. 

Undaunted, Mrs. Tobey bade her son to 
remain in the house. She then grasped a 
arge dinner beH and rushed upstairs. 
throwing open a window*she rang the belli 
with all her might. Her plan succeeded 
admirably. 

Soon scores of people were in the streets 
and the robbers were forced to leave their 
half-finished work and flee. They escaped. 

Mrs. Tobey, who is now the heraina of 
the villagé, says four men were in the 
party. When a rescuing party reached 
Chittenden’s store, goods which had been 
plled up to deaden the fall of the safe door, 
were on fire. The blaze was quickly ex- 
tinguished. 

The robbers had first broken into John 
Stewart’s blacksmith shop and_ secured 
tools. Next they forced an entrance to 
the postoffice, where they secured about 30 
cents In stamps.

outcome. It was a thankless task, and one 
aimogt certain to earn the ill will of the 
Pekin government, but the aged statesman 
undertook it, and brought the resources of 
his marvelously shrewd mind to the task 
of.securing the best possible terms for 
China. 

V lceroy Li was at a decided disadvantage 
for China was practically at the mercy of 
her conquering enemy. The skill] of the 
aged diplomat, aided by the sympathy 
aroused by the attempt to assassinate him, 


secured for the defeated nation better terms 


than they otherwise could have hoped for. 
The ingratitude commonly ascribed to re- 
publics was strikingly displayed by the 
Chinese despotism on his return to Pekin 
It was only through the efforts of the for- 


eign advisers and the representatives of the 


various powers that the ratification of the 
terms of the treaty was finally secured. 
Li himself was once more stripped of his 
viceregal powers and remained in retire- 
ment until the necessity of sending a Chi- 
nese representative to attend the corona- 
tion of the Czar brought him once more 
to the front. His selection for this impor- 
tant post was due more to the fact that he 
was the only man capable of filling it than 
to any desire to do him honor. 
The story of Ear! Li's triumphal] progress 
around the world is familiar to all news- 
per readers. There is no doubt that the 
ourney did much to Increase the great 
Chinaman’'s knowledge of the progress and 
power of the western nations, as it cer- 
tainly did much to increase the respect and 
admiration of ail these nations for the 
venerable statesman of the Orient. 
In 1898—the year so disastrous to the 
Celestial empire—he was again retired to 
comparative obscurity. Since that time. 
as viceroy of the provinces of Kwang Si 
and Kwang Tung, he has been kept at a 
distance from the seat of the central gOV- 
ernment and has been virtually without in- 
fluence in directing its course.

FEDERATION IS THE SPONSOR. 


League Will Immediately Raise a Vast 
Sinking Fund and Endeavor to 
Secure Some Action by 
Congress. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Labor’s scheme for 
an organization to fight the injunctions of 
judges and courts against strikers has been 
realized by the founding of the Chicago 
Anti-Injunction League at a special meet- 
ing of the officials of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor yesterday afternoon in the 


Ashland block. 
Provision for starting a vast sinking fund 


to wage legal battle in court against the 
imprisonment of any strikers or pickets 
under the injunction processes is a notable 
feature of the novel labor body now en- 
tering the field for work heretofore ne- 


garded as hopeless, 

Abuses which are to be fought with spe- 
clal vigor and persistency are the prac- 
tices by which the attorneys of the power- 


ful industrial combinations are declared to 
have “railroaded”’ strikers and strike syni- 
athizers to jail on injunction proceedings, 

egal fights by the best legal talent obtain- 
able will ve made for the liberty of each 
striker or picket as often as any are cited 
before a judge for alleged violation or 
“contempt’’ of an injunction order. 


Habeas Corpus 

Proceedings 
Frequent use of the writ of habeas corpus 
is threatened, and in case that the alleged 
arbitrariness of the judges is not volunta- 
rily restricted or compelled by agitation the 


Anti-Injunction League will not hesitate to 
ask for the impeachment of members of the 
judiciary on charges of oppression of the 
citizen and malfeasance in office. 

With all the power and prestige of the 
2,000,000 voters enrolled in the ranks of the 
American Federation of Labor the: opposi- 
tion to the alleged misuse of the injunction 
as a weapon against sfrikers will be carried 
even into the halls of Congress and redress 
there sought in the name of organized la- 
bor. Such concerted effort has never before 
been undertaken. 

“From now on labor’s fight against the 
injunction abuse will be waged on a nation- 
al scale,’’ said James H. owman, acting 
president of the Anti-Injunction League and 
nresident of the Chicago Federation of La- 

or. “It may be that Chicago will have to 
lead in the fight, but we are ready to bear 
the brunt of the battle. Our Say Sae: 
tion League, now founded here, will be 
urged at the forthcoming meeting of labor 
men in Scranton, Pa., Dec. 9, as worthy of 
being given_a national scope. We have as- 
surance a national Anti-Injunction League 
is favored by Mr. Gompers and an over- 
whelming majority of the executive board 
of American Federation of Labor.” 


Springs From 
Local Strike. 

The new league is an outgrowth of the 
movement by the Chicago labor federation 
to aid the striking machinists who have 
been arrested for contempt of court be- 
cause of alleged violation of Judge Kohl- 
saat’s injunction protecti the Allis-Chal- 
mers foundries. A committee which had 
been empowered by the labor assembly to 
devise ways and means to fight the Kohl- 
saat order and all other injrmctions against 
labor brought its work to’ a _ close last 
evening by deciding upon the formation of 
the league.

Busi- 
ness men, all classes of citizens sympathiz- 
ing with the crusade for limitation and 
curbing of the judicial injunction —— 
will be welcomed into the movement. 

“With a sinking fund of the magnitude 
we expect to be able to raise even among 
labor men,” said William Mellican, an ex- 
president of the Machinistg’ union, 
“there is no reason why we should not be 
able to get a national constitutional amend- 
ment defining and limiting the injunction 
powers of judges. But there are other 
weapons that have never been pro erly 
tested and one of the most formidable of 
these—we have been told—is impeachment.”

MEANT TO SHOOT HIMSELF 


BUT THE HUSBAND APPEARED 
AND BECAME VICTIM. 


Harry Elliott Had Sworn No Harm 
Should Ever Come to Bessie Bray 
and Interfered in a Marital 
Quarrel. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 9—A love affair 


which commenced in the city of San Fran- 
cisco nearly five years ago ,ended in a tra- 


gedy when Henry L. Elliott, the jilted lover, 


killed his successful rival, Joseph W. Sher- 


man. 

Pretty Mrs. Sherman, the bride of a few 
months, who had deserted her husband be- 
cause of a trivial quarrel, saw the shot fired 
that ended his life. He expired half Gn hour 
later in her arms. 

Mrs. Sherman came to San Jose but & 
few days ago and on Tuesday last became 
an inmate of the establishment where the 
tragedy occurred. On Thursday her hus- 


band came here and induced her to promise 
to return to him. She wae to have lett 
tomorrow. 

Tonight Elliott went to the place and 
when he saw Mrs. Sherman he turned to 
leave. (As he reached the door he met Sher- 
man coming in. Elliott drew his revulver 
and fired at Sherman missing him. Mrs. 
Sherman heurd the shot and rushed bet- 
tween the two men as the second shot was 
fired. Sherman fell fatally wounded at her 


feet. 

Elliott hunted up a policeman and surren- 
dered himself. The policeman took his pris- 
oner back to the room and found Sherman 
lying on a bed, dying, his wife sobbing be- 
side him. When Elliott saw them together 
he swooned. The patrol wagon was called, 
Eliiott was taken to the city prison and 
his victim to the receiving hospital, Mrs. 
Sherman going with him. After his death 
she made the following statement: 

“TI knew Harry Elliott five years ago. We 
went together, but so far as I was con- 
cerned it was nothing more than a flirta- 
tion, consisting in the passing of notes. He 
wanted me to marry him, Lut I refused, 
although he threatened to kill me and him- 
self if I did not. He finally went East and 
we continued to correspond. Last Febru- 
ary I was married to Joseph Wright Sher- 
ma. He was working for Gunzendorfer, 
the typewriter manufacturer at 209 Sansome 
street, San Francisco. A 
quarreled and I came 
My money gave out 
sheltered in the house where the 
murder was committed. Last Thurs- 
day my husband found me _ § there. 
We made up our quarrel and he tele- 
graphed his uncle, John Wright, an attor- 
ney in the Mills building, San Francisco, 
for funds, so that I could pay my bills 
and get away. 

“This afternoon my husband telephoned 
that Harry Elliott was ih town and 
wanted to see me. I told him on all ac- 
counts to keep Harry away. Tonight Harry 
walked into the room where I was and 
turned away and left me. A moment after 
I heard the first shot in the hall. Before 1 
could prevent him, Harry had shot my 
husband and rushed out the door.”’ 

Elliott admits that he was never en a 
to her. In explanation of his interest in the 
matter, he says that In San Francisco five 
years ago, beside the dead father of Bes- 
sie Bray, then 15 years old, and himself 17. 
in the presence of her mother, he raised 
his right hand and swore before Almighty 
God that no harm should ever befall the 
girl. Though and girl, they were 
plighted lovers. e says about a year ago 
the girl married J. W. Sherman, of whom 
he heard no good. 

“At Oxnard three weeks ago,”’ he sald to- 
night. “I had a dream in which I saw Bes- 
sie Bray beckoning to me and apparently 
calling apes me to assist her. I found her 
through her husband. When I realized the 
full extent of her misfortunes my first 
impulse was to kill myself. Sherman saw 
me draw my revolver and stepped toward 
me. My next impulse was to kill him, and 
I shot him."

Prof. Yung of the University of Guef, Switzerland, threw the 
tailors of Europe into a panic not long since by the announce- 
ment that men were losing their legs.

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TWENTIETH CENTURY LIGHTING. 


Perhaps the most startling bit of news in Sunday’s 60-page 
Post-Dispatch was that in the London special correspondence 
telling of the wonders of the Armorli wireless system. 

One of the feats of this system is the lighting and extinguishing 
of electric lamps at a distance of two miles and a half, by press- 
ing a button, without any wire connection.

THE ORIGIN OF WHIST. 


Lennard Leigh, the well known authority 
on whist, contributes the following article 
to the October Era: 

The following statement culled from the 
current number of a magazine is an egreg- 
ious blunder: 

“The originator of the game of whist is 
(sic) Edmond Hoyle (1672-1769."" Cotton. 
writing in 1674, tells us that whist was so 
well known at that time that ‘every child 
almost of 8 years’ old, hath a competent 
knowledge of the recreation."’ Hoyle was 
then not 2 years of age. But we must go 
& great deal farther back for the origin of 
the — which is indeed lost in the ob- 
scurity of the centuries. Previous to 1526 
the game of triumph (whence trump) which 
embraced the essential features of whist. 
had considerable vogue in England. It fur- 
nished Bishop Latimer with an illustration 
for a sermon preached at Christmas, 1529. 
Shakespeare's familiarity with the game is 
evident from Antony's address to Eros 
aaa and Cleopatra,”’ Act IV, Scene 

ry. 


The game acquired the name of whist, 
or whisk, in the forepart of of the seven- 
teenth century. Butler uses the present 
appellation in Hudibras (1663). 

About 1728 a little circle of players, pre- 
sided over by the then Lord Folkestone, 
was wont to meet in the Crown Coffee 
House. This was the inception of scien- 
tific whist. Hoyle was prubably a member 
of the coterie in question. 

The publication of his. treatise (1742-8) 
and his efforts as*a professional teacher, 
did much to establish the ame in the 
favor of the upper classes of English so- 


clety.

CHICAGO, Novy. 6.—The plan of T. R. 
Barnes, superintendent of the Denver &

T. C. HORNBUCKLE INSANE. 


He Was a Well-Known Attorney and 
Missouri Politician.

WARRENSBURG, Mo., Nov. §%.—T. C. 
Hornbuckle was today adjudged Jnsane by 
the Johnson County Court and cohered sent 
to the Nevada asylum. Mr. Hornouckle is 
one of Missouri’ sprominent Democrats, and 


was a former candidate for circult judge 
in this district. He served as prosecuting 
attorney of Johnson County, was chief 
clerk of the House of Representatives and 
later was appointed traveling auditor of the 
Union Pacific Railway, which position he 
resigned on account of failing health.

Subsequently the 
woman was heard to threaten she would 
get even with Eastwood for his share in 
the divorce proceedings, and last Monday 
night, when Eastwood's barn was discov- 
ered to be on fire, suspicion was at once 
directed to the woman and her paramour, 
especially as the prints of bare feet were 
found leading from the scene of. the fire 
through the canebreak, in the direction of 
where the woman and Harris lived. East- 
wood's barn and his season's crop were 
destroyed by the fire. He telegraphed to 
Little Rock for bhloodhounds. and Sol 
Wormser arrived with the animals as fast’ 
as the train could bring them. The dogs 
were put on the trail ledfiing into the cane- 
break, but lost the scent after pursuing it 
some distance. The dogs were called off 
and taken back to Corning, Ark. 

Then J. E. Mattheys, in company with 
Eastwood, took up the hunt. They went 
directly after Harris and the Wrenchler 
woman, whom they overtook on the road 
to Moark, the nearest railroad station, 
where the fugitives proposed to take the 
train and leave the country. They had 
heard of the bloodhounds having been 
brought from Little Rock. and proposed 
to make their escape. Matthews and East- 
wood’ rode along behind the couple for 
some distance, when Harris caught sight of 
them and dismounted. drawing his revolver 
and opening fire as Eastwood approached. 
He fired twice at Eastwood at a distance of 
rot over four feet missing him both 
times. 

Then he turned the weapon on Matthews. 
who drew and returned the fire. Harris 
and Matthews clinched both having emptied 
their revclvers. The woman hurried up 
and handed her revolver to Harris who 
thus obtained a fresh weanon and had his 
yPursuers at his mercv. Matthews and East- 
wood turned and fled as they were entirely 
at a disadvantage. 

Harris and the woman proceeded a half 
mile further up the road where thv 
stopped, presumably on account of Har@s' 
wounds, for several of Matthews’ bullets 
had taken effect in his body. A short time 
later the woman arrived at Moark, where 
she reported that Harris had comniuitted 
suicide on the highway. Parties went cut 
to find the corpse. It was lying at the 
spot. where the couple had stonped to rest, 
and it was soon discovered that laudaunum 
had been administered to him, and after 
that his throat had been cut from car 
to ear.

CONFEDERATE = FLAG 


RAISED AT FORT LARAMTE BE- 
FORE THE WAR. 


FLEW ONLY ONE SHORT NIGHT | 


Was the Work of Southern Officars, 
Who Soon Resigned and Weat 


Into Confederate Army. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 6.—‘‘The first Con- 
federate flag ever raised in the Northwest 
was hoiste? at Fort Laramie.”’ 

The words were words of authority. They 
were uttered by.Ordnance Sergeant Edward 
Kelly, retired, who tias served in the army 
of the United States almost continuously 
since he came to America from County Gal- 
way, Ireland, 4 years ago. 

,_in the course of his long and faithful ca- 
reer as a soldier, Kelly obtained knowledge 
of the lives and characters of many of the 


great soldiers of the old and new times, and 
hie talk of them is more than interesting, 
for it is historically valuable. But the con- 
versation of lust night turned on the out- 
break of the civil war and its effects on the 
officers and men of the line, in remote re- 
gions, and this called forth the remark 
quoted. 

“It was some time in 1860, I remember 
that the incident I referred to occurred,’ 
continued the sergeant. “‘It was dfter Capt, 
Bee left us—and before I go any further I 
must say a word about Capt. Bee—Capt. 
Barrett EB. Bee of South Carolina, as fine a 
gentleman as ever wore a sword. He was 
in command of our company, D, Tenth In- 
fantry, when the news came that his state 
bad seced 

“He was very quiet about everything he 
did. He called all of us together one day 
and said, ‘Boys, I’m going to leave you. 1 
am a South arolinan and my state needs 
me. I believe in states’ rights and I am 
loyal to my state. Il am going to fight 
for her; but you boys must do your duty 
in the places to whic ou are called. Stand 
to your colors as I all -stand to mine.’ 
And he went. Ah, fare was a grand man! 
He died from the effects of a wound he re- 
ceived at the first Bull Run. He died a 
major in the Confederate srvice. If he 
h lived he would have been a genera! 
and the name of no soldier of the South 
would have been written higher on the pil- 
lar of fame. 

‘Fort Laramie was then only a two-com- 
pany post, but it was regimental headquar- 
ters and there were 16 officers there be- 
sides Col. Alexander, who was in com- 
mand. Of those 16, 14 were southerners 
and, as the news of possible war kept com. 
ing, these young fellows got more and 
more excit and obstreperous. 

“But there was. no way to stop them. 
Discipline forbade our saying anything, 
and the two northern officers were in too 
much of a minority. They were afraid to 
raise a whisper of remonstrance. The flag 
affair came up in this way. The southern 
officers, were roystering at a great rate 
that night and it was long after midnight 
when they came out of their club room, 
all drunk and as full of the old nick as 
ever you saw. 

“Barly next morning the sentinel called 
me. I was sergeant of the guard. 

***Come out here, I want to show you 
something,’ " said he. 

“I followed him out on the ground, 
It was just coming daylight. He Sointed 
to an old adobe house at the other side 
of the ground and said: 

‘Do you see that flag wavi on the 
end of that quttonwoos pole st in the 
gable of that house 

** *Yos,’ said I. What is it?) 

* don’ t know,’ said he. 

*“ ‘Go and fetch the thing to me,’ said I, 
and he did so. 

“Tt was a small uare affair, clumsily 
made of red and white bunting, with stars 
and bars on it.
